 __ Ouingbrother: I haue received your letters, 
L and according to yourdelire, haue returned 
theſe few lines in anſwer thereunto. If I haue 

not ſo tully ſatisfied the particulars of your letters; 
as I wiſhed and purpoſed, I pray you impute it not 
to any want of will, but vato my diſaquaintance 
with your Dutch tongue and hand : I [nould per- 
aduenture haue giuen you better ſarisfattion then 
now I doe, If you had written to me in the Latine 
tongue. Butto leaue excules and come to the mat- 
ter, the thing you touch in your Letter is but too 
too true, to wit, that the hatred and diflenl1on a- 
mong Chriſtians (if it continue, as God detcndit 
inould ) is, and will be the caule of much innocent 
bloud-ſheddingamonegſt friends, and of eltranging 
the hearts of Heathens, from the worthip of the 
true God, And therefore that enimicie amonglt 
triends may ceaſe, andthat ſuchas areas yet with- 
out, may beealiured ro ſubmir themſelucs to the 
ſcepter of Telus Chriſt : it tandeth vs vpon (who 
are Preachersot the Goſpel! of peace ) to betnitru- 
ments of peace, which for my owne part how wil- 
ling Iam to doe, is not vnknowne to ſuch as know 
my ſelte, and among whom I doe daily conuerle. I 
haue alwaies both in publike and priuate, by Let- 
ters to our \Worthiptult company in En2laza, and 
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(2) 
by lively voice to our Commanders here in the /#- 
dies, declared how gooda thing it is for vs that are 
Chriſtians, profeſhng one Faich, one Chrift, one 
Baptiſme, toliuein peace, and ro dwell rogether in 
vnitie. Andotthis my earneſt delire to be a peace- 
maker, Maſter Brancraft your Maſter of the Black- 
Lyon, who remained after his taking ſome weekes 
aboord of the Royall James, can giue cuident teſti- 
mony & witneſle. And now that you haue written 
ro this end, I will ſtir vp my ſelfe, and {era freſh vp- 
on the worke of reconciliation. Iris pclfe indeed 
and pride, that is the Make-bate breeding ſtrife and 
diſcord : for,had not the riches of the Molercos and 
the robbing of the Chinaes and others by you, vn- 
der the Engliſh colours, fathering thereby your 
theft vpon vs, caſt you into a deepe and deadly LZe- 
thargie, you would notas you haue done, haue abu- 
ſed your beſt triends abroad, thar hauc ſhed fo 
much oftheir deereſt bloud in defence of you and 
your country at home; but now you are freed from 
the Spaniard at home, you fall out with your frends 
abroad. Is this the recompence of our loue and 
bloud ſhewed vnto you, and ſhed for you, to keepe 
you from the ſuppoſed thraldome of Spaine? Did 
Dautdthus reward his three Worthies, who aduen- 
tured their lives to ſacisfie his longing, & to quench 
his thirſt? Did he not ſay, Lord beir farre from me 
that I ſhould doethis: is not thisthe bloud of the 
men that went in icopardy of their lives? 2 Sam. 
23. 17. Doe yon thus requite vs, as Zot did Abra- 
ham, Who when as hee with the 318. that were : 
borge and brought vp in his houſe, did recouer w_ 
an 
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and his goods and women out ofthe hands of the 
Conquerors, cared not tor him byt to ſerue bis own 


rurne, 3nd being delivered did in a manner ſcorne = 


Abrahams company, Well,though 4brabam being 
the elder and worthier might haue ſtood vpon his 
right, yer yeelded of his intereſt, that hee and Zot 
might liue as brothers, and the rather becauſe both 
of them at this time ſoiourned among the Canarires 


and Pherefites,who were ready to take notice of their® 


diſcord,and ſo to curſe their God,and holy religion. 


Yet what gained Lot by ſeparati ng companie, but a | 


ſhowre of fire and brimſtone, which rained vpon 


Sodome wherein he lived, and would haue conſu-' 


med both him and his, if God had not beene merci- 


full vato himat Abrahams requelt ? 
Itisnot long of the Engliſh that wee expoſe our 


ſelues tothe mockery of Inhidels : our Company 
loue peace, and trade peaceably : they haue put vp 


for peace ſake more wrongs at your hands,then they 


meane to doe againe. You write and publith to the 
world that the Sea is free,and yet by your encroach- 
Ing vpon it,are not you both the Mothers and Nur- 
ſes of diſcord? ;Ohe of our Commanders, wrote 
(as I thinke, or at leaſt ſent word by one of ſpeciall 
note amongſt your ſelues ) to Coen your Comman- 
der concerning a parly before the [ſhooting downe 
of our Turret at Jackatra: but the firſt and laſt 
newes wee heard of him, was jt pot che beating 


downe of our houſe there, and the detaming of our 


Nation, with Penoran at Bantam and others here? 
And thinke: you that this is the way to make 
peace ? 1 150 | 
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The preſent Captaine of your Fort at 1ackatr 
promiſed tothe Right Worlhipful Sir Thoms. Dale 
our chiefe Commander, vpon the faith of a Chriſti- 
an, that A. Peter Wadden ( now your priſoner) 
ſhould have free ingreſle and epreſle in and out-of 
your houle to parley betweene vs, to retourne to 
our Ships : and yeris either promiſe or oath kept ? 
hatch he not, and doth hee not continue your priſo- 
ner tothis hower? Youremember 1ehs his anſwer 
to 1ehoram, What peace whiles the whoredomes of thy _ 
Mother 1e7abel, and ber witchcrafss are yetinpreat 
B number ?2 King.9.23. No ſound league of triend- 
ſhip or reconciliation can be made, or being made 
can continue, till the wrongs which men haue done 
one to another, be reproued, and remoued ; and ſa- 
risfaftion giuen by word and deed, where it may 
poſhbly be performed ; elfeit will be kke a wound 
or ſore,that being cured outwardly to the eye, doth 
bleed and feſter inwardly; many hollow reconcili- 
ations are daily made amongſt men, which after- 
wards breake out to the hurt of both parties, and 
ſcandall of others :-As a wound that is ill cured, by 
an vns$kilfull or an vaconſcionable Chirurgion. As 
for mine owne part, | would to God that if it 
were poſſible, I might with all my beſt skill and 
cunning bee the Chyrurgion to cure this wound, 
that our recoticiliation, when euer it- ſhall bee 
rnade, may not'be hollow,butholy and fhrme : yea 
| with from my heart, that my very bloud mightbe

Vgult the ſecond 1619. our ſhipand goods 

A were taken by the Flemmings 1n the Strait 

of Sindsy necre Bantam, and ſet aſhore at 
Iaquatry. September the 8. 1619, the Flemmings 
dilperſt vs into their {hips, and on the coaſt of S#- 
matrathe firſt of Oktober 1619. they tooke foure 
other Englilh ſhips, viz. the Dragon, the Beare, the 
Expedition, and the Roſe. And on the ſecond of 
October they turned vsall a ſhoreat Tekoo amongſt 
the Indians, where our Merchants had notrade,but 
for cightdayes. We werethen 3 70. and odde men, . 
all or the moſt part vndone. About 15. men were 
killed in fight. They left vs the little Roſe to ſhite 
for our {clues. 

Ottoberthe 23. 1619.there cameinto the Rode 
out of Exylandthree other thips, the Paltegrave,the 
Elizabeth, and the Merchants Hope. From Tekoo we 
failed co and fro, andarlength came toanchorat an 
land called Amyncarn, where we had freſh water 
and ſome fiſh, bur is no place of trade, nor is there 
any man that knoweth of any thing that growes 
vpon it. I he people arethought to be man-eaters. 
| After this we returned backe for Tekoo, and neere 

the ſame Ianuary 29. 161g. we met with Generall 
Prynne in the Royall James, and his whoke fleet of 
| {hips in number nine. Allthe ficet being then twelue 
poodly {hips,were reſolued to faile for Baxtam:and 


io ſight of ewo Flemmiſh (hips (which we purpo- 
b i) ſed 


ſed to take) Captaine Adams in the ſhip called the 
Byll, together with one of the Flemmilh (hips came 
vp with newes of peace. Wethen failed tor-Jagua- 
try, where by the way met vs 17. faile of goodly 
Flemmilh ſhips, wich 'whom (had not the peace 
then come) we muſt haue fought ir out. Bur peace 
being then concluded: berweene the Flemmings 
and' vs, our Englith Factories was 'againe ſerled at | 
laquatry ; and the {hips diuided ſome torone place, 
fome for another. : 
Aprill 26. 1620. the Royal lames, anda ſhip of 
ſome 890. Tonnes, calledtheYmcorne, feriaile for 
Iapan, the diſtance neere about 1100. leagues. .:lune 
'the ſecond 1620, the Yutcorne was calt away on the 
- Coaſt of China, neere a certaine Iland called che 
Macoio Tland.'In the {hip were two Englith women; 
both which, and all the men were ſaued: for they 
ranne the ſhip neere the ſhore. Moſt part of all their 
goods they loſt. As we ſailed for 14pan, at a place 
called Puttany, we heard of Captaine /ordayne, who 
being there with two (hips,called the Zownd,and the 
Samſon, there came into the Rode and fought with 
them three Flemiſh ſhips : Captaine /ordayme was 
flaine in that fight, and the Flemmings tooke both 
their ſhips. December 1 7. 1620. the great James 
being well trimmed at a place called Farandoin 1a- 
pay, came away from thence : and Ianuary the 1 4, 
1629. we arriued ſafely at 1aquairy, where {heeis 
now loaden for England. 7 | 


The ſhips that (ince my comming trom Exgland, 
kaue beene taken andloft, are the Swnne, caſt away

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neere Baytam ; the Starre, taken neere Bantam ; the 
Dragon, the Beare, the Expedition, and the Roſe,taken 
: at Tekoos, the Hound and the Samſon taken at Put- 
zany ; the Ynicorne caſt away on the coaſt of China ; 
rwo or three other ſhips taken and loſt at the 2491 


lucas.

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Men of good command,dead are, Captaine Par- 
ker of Plymmouth, Sir Thomas Dale, Caprtaine 10r- 
dayne killed at Puttany, Captaine Bunnter killed at 
Tekoo while we wereat 1apan. The Flemmings yeel- 
ded vp againe the Sayre to the Engliſh, and [hee is 
gone to the Mollucas.
